EUROPEAN POSSESSIONS. 

THE BRITISH ISLES (Map 2), consist of two large islands (Great Britain and 
Ireland), with about 5,500 smaller islands and rocks, of which not more than 420 are 
inhabited. Great Britain is the largest island in Europe, its greatest length being 608 
miles, and its greatest breadth 320. England and Wales occupy the southern division, 
and Scotland the northern and more nigged portion. Ireland, the second of the group 
in size and importance, is 306 miles in extreme length, by 180 in breadth. Numerous smaller 
islands skirt the coasts of both of these, especially on the .Western shores. The whole forms 
the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland. 

THE CHANNEL ISLES (Map 2), a group lying off the coast of France, are all that now 
remain to Britain of the Norman Possessions inherited from William the Conqueror. Jersey, 
Guernsey, Alderney, and Sark are the chie£

GIBBALTAB (Map 3 A), a strongly fortified seaport and garrison near the southern 

extremity of Spain, 1,151 miles from Southampton, 981 miles from Malta. Latitude of Mole, 

36°7'3^N. ; longitude, 5° 21' 2* W. Length, 3 miles j area, i^ square miles; population, 
16,643. It was taken by the British, under Sir G. Rooke, 1704.

HELIGOLAND, or Helgoland (Map 3B), an island in the North Sea, about 40 miles from 
the mouth of the Elbe, and 400 miles from London. Area, 5^ square miles ; population, 2,8qo. 
It has been retained by Britain since 1807. 

MALTESE ISLANDS (Map 3I>), are situated in the Mediterranean Sea, 54 miles S.S.W. 
from Sicily, and form one of the most valuable possessions of the Empire. Malta, the chief 
island, has an area of 95 square miles; population (1861), 134,055. Gozo, or Gozzo, 4 miles 
N.W. of Malta; area, about 18 square miles; population, 16,000. Rabato is the chief town; 
population, 2,000. Total area of the isles, 115 square miles; population, 145,368. Taken, 
under Nelson, in 1801. 

VALETTA, or La Valeta (Map 30), capital city of Malta. Latitude of Palace, 35° 53' 
8^^ N. ; longitude, 14° 31' 2"" E. ; population, with suburbs, 53,000; shortest sea-distance to 
Southampton, 2,132 miles; to Alexandria, 819 miles; to Marseilles, 659 miles. 



ASIATIC POSSESSIONS. 

INDIA, or Hindustan (Map 4), an immense country of Asia, nearly all under the subjec- 
tion of the British Crown. Its length, from north to south, is about 1,900 miles, and its extreme 
breadth, about 1,500 miles, having an area estimated at 1,476,617 square miles, or about twelve 
times the dimensions of the British Isles. Britain's first acquisition in this great country was by 
charter, granted to the East India Company in 1800; from that time, by a succession of con- 
quests and annexations, nearly the whole of India has come under British sway. In 1858, the 
power of government was transferred from the East India Company to the British Crown, and 
India declared by Royal Proclamation an integral part of the British Empire. For administrative 
purposes, British India is divided into 3 Presidencies — Bengal, Madras, and Bombay; 
4 Lieutenant-governorships — the North-west Provinces, Punjab, Oude, and British Bur- 
MAH ; besides these, there are the Central Provinces, governed by a Commissioner. The 
following Table gives the area and population, as far as they can be ascertained : —

Calcutta, the capital of India ; population, 600,000 ; distance from London by Overland 
route, 7,960 miles, or 40 days. 

Bombay, population, 600,000; distance from London by Overland route, 6,175 J^iles, or 30 
days. 

Madras, population, 450,000; distance from London by Overland route, 7,190 miles, or 36 
days. 

CEYLON (Map 4), a large island south of India, 271 miles in length, by 137 miles in 
breadth, and having an area of 24,700 square miles ; population, 2,342,098. Capital, Colombo, 
with a population of 40,000. Taken by the British in 1796. 

FUBTHEB INDIA, or India beyond the Ganges (Map 5), consists of the Provinces of 
Arracan, Pegu, and Tenasserim, constituted, in 1862, for administrative purposes, into 
British Burmah; area, 90,000 square miles; population, in 1861, 1,897,897. Arracan and 
Tenasserim were acquired by treaty, after the wars of 1825-6, Pegu being taken in 1852.

STRAIT SETTLEMENTS (Map 5), embrace the possessions in the Strait of Malacca, 
consisting of Penang, or Prince of Wales' Island, Province Wellesley, Malacca, and 
Singapore; area, 1,575 square miles; population, 274,000. The seat of government is at 
George Town, in Penang, and is directly responsible to that of India. 

PENANG, or Prince of Wales' Island (Map 6I>).— Area, 150 square miles; population, 
44,000; purchased from the King of Quedah, 1785. The capital, George Town, has a com- 
modious harbour, barracks, &c. Latitude, 5° 24' N. ; longitude, 100° 21' E. 

PBOVINOE WELLESLEY (Map 6D), on the coast of Malay Peninsula, opposite Penang. 
Length, 35 miles ; breadth, 4 miles ; area, 140 square miles ; population, 65,000. Purchased 
in 1802. 

MALAOOA (Map 6 P), a province on the west coast of the Malay Peninsula (40 miles by 
25). Area, 1,000 square miles; population, 80,792. Transferred to Britain by the Dutch in 
1824. 

SINGAPOBE (Map 6A), an island at the southern extremity of the Malay Peninsula. 
Length, 27 miles; breadth, 11 miles; area, 206 square miles; population, 80,792.' Purchased 
from the Sultan of Johore, in 18 19. The town of Singapore on the S.E. coast has a good port, 
and is strongly fortified. Distance firom London, 8,239 miles. 

PEBIM, or Mainn Island (Map 6A*), situated at the entrance of the Red Sea. Length, 

4 miles; latitude, 12° 38' N. ; longitude, 43*^ 23' E. It was first occupied by the British in 1799, 
but abandoned in 1801. Re-occupied, Feb. i, 1857. Has an excellent harbour. 

LABUAN ISLAND (Map 6B), off the coast of Borneo. Length, 11 miles; breadth, 

5 miles ; population, 3,346. It was purchased by the British in 1846 ; contains an abundance 
of excellent coal. 

HdNGh-KONG, or" Haing-Kiaag (Fragrant Streams) (Map 60), an island off the coast of 
China, near the Canton River. Length, 10 miles; breadth, 2J4 miles; area, 29 square miles; 
population, 124,850. It was ceded to Britain, in 1841, by treaty of Canton; and again, in 1842, 
by treaty of Nan-King. Distance from London {via Eg)^t), 10,546 miles. There was added to 
it, by treaty of Pekin, in 1861, a small piece of the adjoining mainland, called Cowloon. 

ADEN (Map 6E), a small peninsula and town on the south coast of Arabia, occupied by 
the British since 1839. It is strongly fortified, and is a most important coaling station on the 
steamboat passage to India. Area of Peninsula, 18 square miles ; population, 40,000. Distance 
from London, 4,511 miles. 

AUSTRALASIAN POSSESSIONS. 

AUSTRALIA (formerly New Holland), is the largest island in the world, being about a 
fifth less than Europe, or about 3,000,000 square miles. Distance, from E. to W., 2,600 miles, 
ind from N. to S., nearly 2,000 miles. It was discovered by the Dutch in 1606 ; but it was not 
till 1788 that the first British settlement was established at Port Jackson, in New South Wales, 
and was named Sydney, in honour of Viscount Sydney, the Colonial Secretary of State. It is 
represented on Map i, and in detail on Maps 7 and 8. The following Table exhibits the area

The length of the group is about 1,050 
miles, with an area of 106,259 square miles, or about an eighth larger than Great Britain. 
Discovered, in 1642, by Tasman, but taken possession of for Britain by Captain Cook, in 1770. 
Proclaimed a British Colony, 1841. Auckland, the capital, has a population of 8,000.

TASMANIA (Map 9A) (formerly Van Diemen's Land), a large island off the southernmost 
point of Australia. Length and breadth each about 200 miles; area, 26,215 square miles, or 
about one fourth of that of Great Britain. Population^ 91,519* Hobart Town is the capital,, 
with a population of 15^49. Shortest sea-route to England, 12,130 miles. First settlement in 
1803. Discovered in 1642, 



AFBIGAN POSSESSIONS. 

CAPE COLONY, or Cape of Good Hope (Map 10), in the extreme south of Africa, has an 
area of 104,931 square miles, one-sixth larger than Great Britain. Length, about 700 miles, with 
an average breadth of 400 miles ; population, 267,096. Chief town is Cape Town ; population^ 
25,000. Shortest sea-route from Liverpool, 5,990 miles. Colonised by the Dutch in 1652, and 
taken by the British in 1795. 

BBITISH OAFFBABIA (Map 10)^ — Was. proclaimed a separate colony in i860. King 
Williams Town is the capital 

NATAL (Map lOX. on the S.E. coast of Africa. Was proclaimed a British Colony in 1843,. 
and erected into a distinct colony in 1856. Area, about 25,000 square miles; population^ 
1 5 6, 1 65. Chief town is Pietermarixzburg.. 

8IEBBA LEONE (Map 11 A), a small peninsula and river on the West Coast of Africa. 
Area, 468 square miles; population, 60,000, nearly all freed slaves. Was purchased, in 1787,. 
by private individuals, for the suppression of the slave trade, but since 1807, has been directly 
under the British Crown. Capital, FkEETOWN, with a population of 16,000. 

GAMBIA SETTLEMENTS (Map 11 A), consist of Bathurst, a town on the Island of 
St Mary, at the mouth of the River Gambia, Forx George, and other smaller stations farther 
up the river. Population, 6,939. The Settlements date fr.om 1618. 



GOLD OOAST SETTLEIEENTS (Majp 11 A), consist of Cape Coast Castle, Dixcovk, 
\CCRA, James Fort, and other smaller stations on the Gold Coast, with Quitta and Lagos on 
the Slave Coast. Cape Coast Castle, the capital of these settlements, dates from 1664, and 
las a population of 10,000. Lagos, captured in 185 1 ; population, 10,000. 

ST. HELENA (Map 110), an island in the South Atlantic. Area, 47 square miles ; 
Dopulation, 6,860. Shortest sea route to Portsmouth, 4,330 miles. Latitude of Observatory, 
f 5° 55' S. ; longitude, 5° 44' W. Taken, 1668. 

ASCENSION (Map UB), an island in the South Atlantic. Area, 34 square miles; 
copulation, 500. Taken by the British in 1815. It is 800 miles N.W. of St Helena. Latitude 
jf fort, 70"* 55' 55^ S. ; longitude, 14° 25' 5^ W. It is a dependency of St Helena. 

MAUBITinS, or Isle of France (Map HE), an island in the Indian Ocean. Length, 36 
niles ; breadth, 20 miles. Area, including the dependencies of Rodriguez, Seychelles, Amirantes 
[sles, &c., 708 square miles; population, 322,517. It was captured by the British in 18 10, and 
ts possession ratified to them by treaty of Paris, in 18 14. Port Louis is the capital Population, 

r4,525- 

8EY0HELLE, or Mahe Archipelago (Map lll>), consists of 30 small islands. Population, 
r,ooo, or including the Amirante Isles and Roc&iguez, 9,055. Malie Island is 16 miles long, by 
J miles broad. Port Victoria, the capital, is on this island. 



AMEBIOAN POSSESSIONS. 

BBITISH NORTH AMEBIOA (Map 12), comprises the Dominion of Canada, Newfound- 
land, Hudson Bay Territory, Labrador, British Columbia, Van<:ouver Island, and 
5TEKIN. It has an area of upwards of 3,000,000 square miles, or nearly 24^ times the area of 
he British Isles. Population nearly 4,000,000. 

THE DOMINION OP CANADA (Map 13), according to Act of Parliament, 1867, includes 
he Provinces of Ontario (late Upper (Canada), Quebec (late Lower Canada), New Bruns- 
vicK, and Nova Scotia. Lower Canada was taken by the British from the French in 
[759-60, and established as a ftitish Colony, by Royal Proclamation, in 1763. The British 
lettlers soon extended further inland into Upper Canada, and, in 1 791, it was divided into two 
;ections. Eastern and Western, which were again re-united in 1840. New Brunswick and Nova 
5COTIA originally formed a French Colony, called Acadia or New France, and was ceded to the 
British in 17 13, The following table gives the population and area of the various provinces

.s a British Possession, in 1497, by right of discovery. Capital, St. John; population, 25,000. 

PBINCE . ED WABD ISLAND (Map 13). — Area, 2,173 square miles; population, 84,386. 
kcame a British Possession in 1758. Capital, Charlottetown ; population, 6,700. 

BBITISH OOLXTMBIA (Map 14). — ^Area, 225,000 ; population, 64,000. Constituted a 
:olony in 1858, after the discovery of its extensive gold fields. Capital, New Westminster, 
m the Fraser River.

VANCOUVER ISLAND (Map 14). — ^Area, 16,000 ; population, 25,000. Discovered by- 
Captain Cook, 1778; but it was not till aJfter the gold discovery in the Fraser River, in 1858, 
that it became a settled colony. Capital, Victoria; population, 6,000. 

BERMUDAS or Seiner's Islands (Map 160).— Area, 24 square miles; population, 11,451. 
A group of Islands in the Atlantic Ocean, 588 miles from Cape Hatteras, United States. They 
consist of five small islands, with nearly 400 rocky islets. Discovered by Bermudez, a Spaniard, 
in 1552, and colonized by the British in 16 12. 

WEST INDIAN Colonies (Maps 15 and 16).—The following Table gives a list of the 
British Possessions in the West Indies, with their areas and population, and the date of their 
acquisition by Britain. With the exception of Belize, which is on the mainland of Central 
America, and Guiana, on the mainland of South America, they are all islands in the West Indian 
Archipelago.
